his lodgings tonight and shot him- 
self. The General's wounds were net 
fatal. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 14.—Al- 
though the revolt can be considered 
formally ended only after announce- 
ment that Gen. Korniloff, its leader, 
has actually surrendered, the capi- 
tal and country already show signs 
of recovering their composure and 
are attempting a new process of re- 
construction.

VIENNA, via London, Sept. 14.— 
An- official statement issued here 
Wednesday characterizes the great 
battle on the Isonzo as an Italian 
failure and estimates Italian losses 
at 230,000 men. 

The official announcement issued 
Wednesday said: 

“The pause in the fighting along 
the Isonzo continues. 

"The result of the eleventh Isonzo 
battle, which started Aug. 17, is that 
there is no change in the war situa- 
tion in the southwest and that the 
battle up to the present undoubted- 
ly ig an Italian failure. - 

“On the Carco plateau the conquést 
of the village of Selo, which at the 
beginning of the fighting was situat- 
ed in our foremost line, is the only 
advantage gained by the enemy. 
Trenches lost temporarily on the 
southern wing of the Carso position 
were recaptured by our commanders 
and the general staff by the applica- 
tion of their war experience, while 
our brave troops, most all of them 
infantry, which had the heaviest 
work, once more covered themselves 
with glory. 

“In the Wippach Valley and neur 
Goritia our engagements also were 
successful, not one trench having re- 
mained in the hands of the enemy. 
On the Bainsizza-Helligeggehart 
plateau the Italians obtained a suc- 
cess which caused our chief com- 
mand to withdraw its front line from 
two to seven kilomters (from a 
mile and a quarter to four miles and 
a quarter) on a front of 15 kilome- 
ters (nine mfles and a quarter). 
Since then all attempts. by the enemy 
to extend his first gain have been 
made at great sacrifices. 

“Powerful attacks have taken 
place against Monte San Gabriele 
and on the sector northeast thereof. 
The war situation along the Isonzo 
has not been Influenced by events 
near Vhr, and the Bainsizza struggle 
around Monte San Gabriele is an ex- 
ample of our tenacious and glorious 
defense.”’ 

“During the eleventh Isonzo bat- 
tle the Italfans had engaged 48 di- 
visions on a front which hardly ag- 
gregates as many kilometers. The 
Italian losses have been correspond- 
ingly high. Including 20,000 prison- 
ers, they amount to 230,000 men. 
that is, to say, almost a quarter of 
a million. 

“An Italian squadron has shelled 
the ancient monastery of Pojani from 
the sea. Airmén also have bombe‘4 
Pojani, killmge several inhabitants.” 
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French Gain in Balkans. 

PARIS, Sept. 14.—The official 
communication issued last night 
gave the following account of op- 
erations in Macedonia: 

“Sept. 12——Lively artillery activity 
was displayed in the region of Mon- 
astir. In the neighborhood of the 
lakes our troops have reached Mum- 
ulishta, on the west shore of Lake 
Ochrida, and Hill 1704, 10 kilome- 
ters northwest of Mumulishta. On 
Sept. 11 and 12 we captured 160 
prisoners, two mountain guns and 
three machine guns.”’

'to spend the proceeds in subscribing 
|to Loan No. 2, borrow from the bank 
§0,000 marks on the security of his 
first loan bonds, and so on.

Bation to dependents of enlisted men 
and officers, the administration's sol- 
diers’ and sailors’ insurance bill went 
to the Senate tocay, following its 
passage by the unanimous vote of 
the House last night. Senate consid- 
eration of the bill propably will be- 
gin immediately after the war credits 
bill is disposed of. 

Under the bill, privates and offi- 
cers and their dependents stand on 
exactly the same basis. Benefits and 
allowances now provided for are 
Slightly higher than those originally 
proposed as the minimum for pri- 
Vates by the committee, and consid- 
erably lower than the maximum 


amounts which officers and their de- 
pendents would have received, 

President Wilson scored a personal 
victory in the adoption, 141 to 77, of 
an amendment raising from $5000 to 
$10,000 the maximum amount of op- 
tional insurance policies that the 
Government would issue to all the 
men in the service. 

The main purpose of the bill is to 
provide a substitute for the present 
pension law, as it would apply to men 
engaged in this war a new system of 
allotments and compensations which 
will provide for dependents of the 
soldier and rehabilitate men upon 
their return from the waf.

Upon enlistment under the pro- 
visions of the bill, a soldier or sailor 
would be entitled to take out from 
$1000 to $10,000 worth of optional 
insurance at approximately $8 per 
$1000. His dependents would be en- 
titled to allotments from the Gov- 
ernment of from $5 to $50 a month 
and an equal amount to $15 a month 
from his pay. 

Death or total disability rasulting, 
the dependents of any person in the 
military or naval service, including 
women members of the nurse corps, 
would be entitled to compensation 
ranging from $20 to $70 a month and 
the insurance. 

In case of total disability the in- 
jured persons would be paid from 
$40 to $100 a month.

$100,000 OUTLAY YEARLY 


Founders Expect Income to Be 
Used in Education and Study 
of Little-Known Ailments. 


Special to the Post- Dispatch. 
ST. PAUL, Sept. 14.—A two-year 


controversy over the terms of the 
Mayo Foundation to provide higher 
education for doctors of Minnesota, 
to aid research generally and to bet- 
ter medical conditions of this and 
future. generations was settled ami- 
cably yesterday when the State Board 
of Regents of the University of Min- 
nesota voted to accept the gift of the 
Doctors Mayo and to abide by the 
amended conditions under which the 
foundation is established for the 
State. 

The meeting of the regents was 
attended by Dr. W. J. Mayo, one of 
the world-famous -surgeons and di- 
agnosticians of Rochester, Minn., 
who supplemented the formal! agree- 
ment with a brief synopsis of the 


Charles Mayo, for the development | 
of materia medica in Minnesota by | 
means of their gift. 


a $2,000,000 fund, the income to be. 
cm in higher education of graduat-H 
doctors for research work into little- 
known diseases and for the general 
betterment and. improvement of 
treatment. 

Income $100,000 a Year. 

The foundation principal is in mu- 
nicipal bonds of about 4% per cen: 
average interest. The annual perma- 
nent income will approximate $100,- 
000. Of this $20,000 annually shall 
be devoted to research in and outside 
the State, in among little-known dis- 
eases for which no certain cure has 
been found. The $80,000 remaining 
is to be spent each year in the State 
for higher education and general 
medical and surgical development. 
The principal will remain intact. 

For the first 25 years the founda- 
tion is to be administered by the 
board of regents of the university 
from the Mayo institution at Roches- 
ter, Minn. At. the end of that period 
the headquarters may be removed 
by a three-fourths vote of the re- 
gents, taken twice in three years. 

The Mayos first proposed this gift 
to the State Sept. 14, 1915. At that 
time the fund was $1,500,000. Since 
then it has increased to $1,650,344.79. 
Inasmuch as the income of the fund 
will not be available until it is $2,- 
000,000, the Mayos will bear the 
cost of the foundation work until 
this total is reached, which will be in 
about two years. 

Dr. W. J. Mayo Explains Purpose. 

Explaining the fund and its pur- 
poses to the Board of Regents, Dr. 
W. J. Mayo said: 

“The bulk of our savings for 21 
years have gone into this fund be- 
cause we realize that the needs .? 
the State have grown faster than 
its taxable property and there are 
an enormous amount of things it iz 
extremely difficult to let go by. ‘I'he 
State will do the needful things, but 
to spend money for the future. in 
medica®? research and to educate tho 
young physicians in the higher ele- 
ments of their profession will be a 
difficult matter. 

“We expect the whole’$100,000 an- 
nual revenue from the fund to be on 
the firing line all the time for the 
extensive education of doctors who 
will be: working for the advance of 
medicine. We want to take special 
groups of doctors and train them 
to teach the next generation. In the 
past. we have had to do what we 
could with the patient on the spot. 


next generation of doctors be trained 
so that it may. avoid the mistakes of 
this generation. 

“As for the money for the Mayo 
Foundation came from the people, it

U.S. ARTILLERY IN 
FRANCE RAPIDLY 
MASTER NEW GUNS 


Men Who Are Practicing With 
Live Shells May Be First to 
Go to Front.

FIELD HEADQUARTERS OF 
THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Sept. 13.—American artil- 
lery is in France and on the job, but 
shells from its guns have not yet 
burst in the German lines. The gun- 
ners are now undergoing intensive 
training with French experts as in- 
structors at the school at which I 
have been spending a few days, and 
while the training is by no means 
completed the Americans hope it will 
be found possible and believe it will! 
be advantageous to apply the finish- 
ing touches at the actual front. In 
this event the artillery arm might be 
the first branch of the American ex- 
peditionary force to ‘“‘hack its way” 
into the German lines, an honor to 
which officers and men alike are 
eagerly looking forward. 

American infantrymen, however, 
may\face the German trenches across 
No Man’s Land before. American 
gunners begin trying to make gaps in 
those same trenches. But in guch a 
ase the infantry will bé in quiet sec- 
tors where activity is confined to a 
Nttle genteel sniping and “bombing, 
whereas the aftillery is bound to 


«| start plastering.the ‘enemy with ex- 
J tremely hot-.poultiees of high explo- 


sive as s00n as the gunners get set- 
tled in the firing line. 

Meanwhile American artillerymen 
are enjoying themselves hugely. 
They have been allowed to shoot off 
in the brief period of time since their 
arrival more real live shells than the 
entire United States army uses in 
six months of peace times. Disem- 
barking at the marine base a few 
weeks ago the regiments lost little 
time in reaching the French artillery 
center, where they have been quar- 
tered during the training period. 
They traveled through France as the 
infantry had done, in regular French 
troop trains, composed mostly of 
box cars labelled “‘Eight horses, ‘36 
men,’ as a guide to their capacity. 

The camp set at their disposal by 
the French is an assemblage of stone 
buildings supplemented by a few 
wooden hutments perched amid 
scenery as lovely as any found any- 
where. The men’s quarters are as 
clean and comfortable as any dwell- 
ings in a model industrial village, 
and the training grounds and ranges 
are within a stone’s throw of them. 
Not many miles away is one of the 
most interesting cities of France. To 
the sights for .which the city has 
been long famous is now added an 
American Provost Marshal’s guard 
to keep physical and moral order 
among the soldiers visiting the city 
on leave. : 

As s0oR As they were installed in 
their camp the field artillery units 
were provided with French seventy- 
fives, while the heavy gun batteries 
received their allotment of French 
105s ‘‘short,’’ a piece corresponding 
to the American six-inch howitzer. 
Training began immediately. Stocks 
of ammunition in abundance which 
made our officers eyes bulge were at 
hand, the ranges and observation 
stations were in perfect condition, 
and French airplanes were in waiting 
to take our aerial observers aloft. 
Manned by American gun crews, 
commanded by American officers, di- 
rected in their fire by American 
range-finding experts, the batteries 
began pounding away at targets 
within eight hours after their arrival. 
They have been pounding during 
most of the daylight hours ever since. 

“Your gunners at least won’t have 
to get used to the noise at the front,” 
ene of the French instructors re- 
marked. The French officers, by the 
way,

The French are no less eager than 
the Americans to have the latter get 
to work in the battle zone as soon as 
possible. Despite a very large per- 
centage of raw recruits among tho 
gunners, both French and American 
officers believe it to be feasible to 
complete their training by using the 
Germans as targets—as the Germans 
themselves have done in the Ypres 
salient, a favorite place for instruc- 
tion of the Kaiser’s new artillery

Refore then, of course, the Amer- 
icans must have had practice in such 
delicate arts as dropping a high ex- 
plosive barrage 50 yards ahead of 
advancing infantry.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND DEMOCRACY. 

From the Sermon of the Rev. Donald Doug- 
las, Sept. 9, Supply Pastor at Second Bap- 
tist Church, King’s highway and Mc- 
Pherson. 


There have been two great partners in 
democracy in our city during the past 
week, and, to illustrate this point, I wish 
to read a significant editorial that ap- 
peared in our leading evening paper (the 
Post-Dispatch) only two or three days ago. 
Some of you will remember that some 
weeks ago I stated to you that I believe 
profoundly in drawing sermons from stir- 
ring events of the days in which we find 
ourselves. So likewise this powerful edi- 
torial is ar inspired sermon of the day: 


“Partners in Democracy.” 


“St. Louis this week is mobilizing two 
wreat democratic forces—80,000 public 
school children and 4577 men for the new 
national army. 

“It may seem incongruous to associate 
the little girl with her teribboned. braid on 
the way to her first primer class and the 

road-shouldered youth en route to a school 
where he will learn to kill, but an identical 
and important end is served by both mobill- 
gations. 

“Nothing has done more to amalgamate 
the American people into a coherent demo- 
eratic power than the public school. It has 
taken the children of the rich and poor, the 
eons and daughters of the Italian immi- 
grant and the Mayflower descendant, and 
turned out a finished product of upstand- 
ing, sturdy citizenship, with one loyalty and 
one allegiance. 

“The new national army will carry further 
the work of equalizing Ameéricans. Those 
whom the publi¢ schools have not reached 
or reached only partially will learn the les- 
eon of true @emocracy in the cantonments 
and at the front in France. There will be 
no discriminations in the formation of the 
new army units, no differentiation because 
of wealth, social condition or other reason. 
like the children in the schools, the men 
will be put together in the same company 
or battalion at random. There will be no 
elite regiments in the national army, unless 
it be the elite of efficiency. 

“If we profit by the teachings of the war 
end direct wisely the forces of these won- 
Gerful years, we may look forward in 
America to a democracy euch as Plato 
dreamed of, 100 per cent pure.” 

I do not know who wrote that editorial, 
but I want to say to you today that, who- 
ever he was, he was inspired of God, just 
as truly as any inspired work that ever 
came from a human pen, for this man has 
caught a vision of the fundamental princt- 
ples of true democracy—the principle that 
personal value is always and everywhere 
the secret of genuine worth. “There will be 
no elite—except the elite of efficiency”’— 
and efficiency is only another name for per- 
sonal valuation. 

The schools of our land have always been 
the dwelling places of democracy. Some- 
times we hear a fond “mamma” talk about 
her darling boy or girl and cast slights 
upon public schoola for her children. She 
plans to send her apecial pet to some high- 
priced private school or some elite academy 
where he or she will not mix with the com- 
mon run of other children in the neighbor- 
hood or community. Occasionally we even 
hear of some man so foolish as to talk in 
that same strain. * * * There never 
has been in the history of education so 
great an equalizing agent, so true a leveler

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PARENTS-IN-LAW HAVE AN INNING, 

Judging by the stories that are coming from 
the draft exemption boards, the much-maligned 
and long-suffering father-in-law is at last getting 
his innings.

But it is: easier for a camel to 
pass through a needle’s eye than for a niggard- 
ly or sponging son-in-law to get exemption be- 
cause of a dependent family. 
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FOOD PRODUCERS AND CONSUMERS. 

The letter of a Hillsboro farmer, in Thursday's 
Post-Dispatch, gives the point of view of a food 
producer who sees only his side of the question. 
He produces milk on a large scale by feeding cat- 
tle. The sale of this milk only nets him 5 per 
cent on his investment, and he says that, by sell- 
ing his corn, instead of putting it in silos and 
using it for feed, to produce mflk, he could make 
a much larger profit than he does. As a spokes- 
man for his class, he practically threatens that, 
unless milk prices are boosted, they will go out 
of the milk-producing business and the consum- 
ers can go without that fluid. 

We think that, even as an agriculturist, Mr. 
Hillsboro Farmer is wrong. It is an axiom of 
agriculture that a certain number of head of stock 
should be kept to a given area of land, in order 
to maintain the productiveness of that land. Does 
he propose to buy nothing but artificial fertilizer? 
He has failed to count in his profit, in the upkeep 
of his soil, by keeping his cattle on it. 

But if the food producers are to take the stand 


ny out of it, without regard to the consumer, they | 
will have to be undeceived. Especially 
time, when public spirited men in industry and | 
business are expressing themselves as eager to 
do what they can for the country, even at the sac-

Besides, the food question is becoming acute. 
The poor people of the cities are threatened with 
actual hunger, if they are not already suffering it.

The 
food producers and handlers may look for serious 
trouble this winter if they continue to defy pub- 
lic sentiment and manifest nothing but greed for 
their own interest in their dealings with the con- 
sumer.

THE NEW GASOLINE MOTOR. 

Secretary Baker has issued .an official state- 
ment on the new aeroplane engine about whose 
amazing performance many whispers have been 
circulated during the past two months. 

The short time within which the new motor 
was developed is a remarkable feature of the 
Statement. The experts in automobile engineer- 
ing whose services were requisitioned held their 
first conference on June 3, devoted their time 
to the problem night and day, after ways known 
to motor engineers in perfecting new ideas, and 
in 28 days the new engine was set up. On Juiy 
4 one had arrived in Washington from Detroit 
ready for exhaustive tests. 

But that this wonderful new piece of machin- 
ery is the product of merely 31 days of thought 
and constructive effort cannot, of course, be pre- 
tended. The further improvement of gasoline 
motors is a. subject which has been uppermost 
in the minds of the best engineering talent for 
a long time, and on which much progress has 
peen made. 

For at least two years much experimentation 
has been devoted to revolutionary engine types. 
When the Government made its imperious de- 
mand, the experts were ready to show results. 
Probably in a crisis they could have been ready 
before, though in normal times we would expect 
that the great expense of changing standardized 
types of auto engines, which would be made neces- 
sary by the development of a new type throwing 
the old patterns into the discard, would have 
come about gradually. 

Astonishing unofficial stories are told about 
the new engine. It is said to run equally well 
in any position, upside down, sidewise, corner- 
wise, and to lubricate equally well. Production 
of power is said to have been increased, while 
at the same time aluminum is used to a greater 
extent than in previous motors, giving an un- 
precedentedly low ratio of weight to power. When 
it is remembered that after a total of 30 hours 
in the air an.aeroplane and engine are supposed 
to need a thorough overhauling, and to need 
tinkering after no more than five minutes in the 
air, the importance of durability can be appre- 
ciated. In this respect the new device is said 
to be a marvel. 

Rumors are also current that some of the 
wealthier auto companies, convinced that types 
of gasoline engines heretofore known do not rep- 
resent the final type, have devoted large sums 
to the evolution of new engines especially adapt- 
ed to auto use. It is predicted that their efforts 
may eventuate during the latter part of the pres- 
ent or the first of the coming year. The fourth 
year of the war may be the beginning of a very 
interesting era in internal engine propulsion. 
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OUR WORTHIEST PATRIOTIC SONG. 

Excepting the ‘‘Marseillaise” alone, “Star- 
Spangled Banner” is the most stirring of the 
world’s patriotic songs. When we celebrate its 
origin we celebrate also the beating off of an at- 
tack that is entitled to a place in patriotic mem- 
ory. 

Whether sung in its entirety or with the third 
stanza omitted, as is now recommended, though 
the recommendation is not popularly followed, 
the song commemorates a triumph over the 
schrecklichkeit of a former period. It represents 
great national sacrifices that made the world a 
good deal safer for democracy than it had been 
during prior centuries. 

The outcome of the war that inspired the poet 
was as much to the profit of the enemy of the 
time as to us. It taught that enemy a lesson with- 
out which its subsequent greatness would have 
been impossible. It put a permanent stigma on 
town-burning and alliances with savages against 
civilized combatants. 

The unusual range of the music of the song is 
its one drawback, But having waited 100 years in 
vain for a song as worthy and better fitted to 
American voices, perhaps we must abandon hope 
in that direction and attempt the development of 
American voices to fit the song—something easily 
possible to evolution.

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THE BELGIAN RELIEF PROBLEM. 

As a result of the sinking of relief ships and the 
threat to commerce of the submarine warfare, the 
Commission for Relief in Belgium and Northern 
France has now only 20 steamers at command. It 
urgently needs at least 45. Due to lack of food, 
the mortality in the industrial centers of these 
stricken lands has risen from 15 to 65 per thou- 
sand. 

Yet the Northern European neutrals have a sur- 
plus of shipping lying in their own and foreign 
ports, but the fear of the submarine keeps these 
vessels idle, while thousands starve. 

Here is a result of the ruthless submarine war- 
fare that is appalling, as it has created an ap- 
parently insoluble problem. If more ships are 
provided, they will simply increase the tonnage 
possible to be sunk by the bandits of the sea, 
whose Government, on the one hand, permits a 
neutral commission to attempt to feed its con- 
quered victims, and on the other hand, commands 
its submarine Captains to sink the relief ships of 
the commission. 

If that Government is not defeated, this treat- 
ment of conquered peoples and of neutral nations 
will be vindicated and become a precedent for 
future Teutonic action in wars undertaken to car- 
ry out Prussia’s design of world mastery. The

posterity to fight to the last man and the last

Survivors of Semi-Finals Will 


Meet for St. Louis Cham- 
pionship Saturday. 


Roger FE. Lord of the Algonquin 
Golf Club faces the unusual possibil-

Louis Golf District championship, 
then known as the city title, last 
year; but was knocked from the titu- 
lar pinnacle at the St. Louis Country 
Club in June.

This unusual situation is due to the 
institution of the new city champlon- 
ship the local golfing calendar. 
Because the public course players 
were not admitted to compete in the 
district tournament, the Forest Park 
Golf Club announced the holaing of 
an open tournament on the Forest 
Park ways, a victory of which is in- 
dicative of St. Louis supremacy. This 
is the honor for which Wolff and 
Lord strive. 

The two finalists emerged from the 
semi-final round with clean records, 
due to victories over Kdward A, Lim- 
berg, a former city and --municipal 
champion, and M. J. Crichton. Lord 
eliminated Limberg, 2 and 1, while 
Wolff supressed Critchton, 4 up and 
2 Roth matches were 36 holes. 


Limberg Makes Uphill Fight. 
The Lord-Limberg joust was as 
splendid an uphill struggle as has 


been seen on a local sward in several 
golfing eons. At the close ff the 
morning play the Algonquin piayer 
was 4 up, a lead thought to be safe 
for a steady player of Lord's ability. 
During the outward trip of the post- 
noon play Lord increased his lead to 
seven up. Then came the aforemen- 
tioned drive sponsored by Limberg 
Playing practically perfect golf tlfe 
Triple A player evened the score on 
the fifteenth hole. During this in- 
terim, between the fifth and fifteenth 
holes, Lord was having his difficul- 
ties, especially on the aproach of the 
green. However, as soon as the score 
was tied, Lord retained his compos- 
ure, and played the master hand. He 
regained the advantage on 16 ‘when 
Limberg dubbed an iron shot from 
the grass, and was too long on his 
approach. Seventeen proved the cru- 
cial hole, Lord’s pitch taking him to 
the green, while Limberg went over. 
A beautiful niblick shot gave the ul- 
timate loser a life. Lord missed his 
putt and Limberg putted for a half, 
laying his opponent what seemed to 
be a stymie. Lord, however, rolled 
around the ball for the hole and 
match. 


Course Suits Lord. 
As to Lord's play, the public course 
seems constructed for it. 


The Algonquin champion was contin- 
wally in trouble at the Country Club 
Phecause of a natural hook in his 
drive: but a moderate hook is some- 
thing of an accomplishment on the 
Forest Park ways. Then Lord runs 
up his approach which probably was 
ecncurrent with the course construc- 
tor’s idea. For comparison take the 
case of Christian Kenney. Kenney is 
ata loss on the public course because 
he is a master at the high mashie 
and niblick to the green. That is the 
reason he is a bugbear over the Coun- 
try Club pits and bunkers. Lord, like 
James Manion, runs the ball up. H6é 
has played splendid golf this week, 
never taking more than an 83 for the 
28 holes although this is his baptismal 
play over it. 

Wolff has gone to the finals most 
ai syiciously; but most of the first tee 
puesserg are a little shy of supporting 
C‘ayton'’s representative. He has not 
proven dependable under the fire of 
the firials.
